Delegates from the Four Eastern As- 
sociations Meet in New York. 


Association Business Was Discussed by Representatives from 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore—No Definite 
Action Till Plans Are Brought Before the Executive Board 
of the National Association at Its Next Meeting. 





Representatives from the four ‘Eastern associations in 
the National Paper Trade Association held a conference 
on matters pertaining to that organization at the new 
Hotel Astor, Longacre square, New York, on Tuesday of 
this week. The delegates present were W. F. McQuillen, 
of the Boston Paper Jobbers’ Association; I. N. Megargee, 
of the Paper Trade Association of Philadelphia; B. F. 
Bond, of the Baltimore Paper Trade Association, and 
Hazard Lasher and J. E. Linde, of the Paper Association 
of New York City. Mr. Megargee, who represented the 
Philadelphia association, attended the conference partly to 
become better informed in regard to the work and plans 
of the other associations. He reported that the incor- 
poration of the association of his city would be completed 
this week, and that application for membership in the na- 
tional body would be made immediately thereafter. 

The relations of the dealers with the manufacturers was 
the subject most seriously discussed at the conference. 
No definite plan of action was decided on, as that is a 
matter that must, be handled by the executive board of the 
national association. This board meets next month. 
Nevertheless a tangible method of dealing with the prob- 
lems involved has been found and will be brought before 
the executive board at its next meeting. By the proposed 
plan of campaign, it is understood, drastic measures are 
not contemplated, as the jobbers are disposed to work in 
harmony with the manufacturers, believing that by such a 
course greater good will result to both. As a preliminary 
step, however, it was agreed that the dealers in the differ- 
ent localities should communicate with those manufactur- 
ers against whom they have grievances, in the hope that 
the matters in dispute may be amicably adjusted before 
any retaliatory measures are resorted to. 

In regard to the probable shape such retaliatory meas- 
ures are apt to assume, it is hinted that a withdrawal of 
business from the offending manufacturers is the only serv- 
iceable weapon in the hands of the jobbers. Some action 
along this line has already been taken by individual firms 
in the different cities. A number of them, it is said, have 
been quietly withdrawing their business from those manu- 
facturers who do not protect the interests of the dealer. 
lhe names of such manufacturers, it was decided, should 
be made known to the members of the associations, as well 
as those who are willing to favor the jobbers. 

At the suggestion of J. E. Linde, of the New York asso- 
ciation, the subject of the interchange of credit informa- 
tion among the Eastern associations was discussed. The 
proposals made by Mr. Linde met with the approval of the 
other delegates, who wil! bring them before their respettive 
associations. The proposed credit system is based on that 
in use by the New York associations. It embraces the re- 
porting of delinquents and “dead beats” to the assistant 
secretaries of the different organizations and the estab- 
lishment of collection bureaus by each. By means of such 
precautions it is hoped to put a stop to the practice of 
some buyers who systematically victimize the dealers in 
the cities within their trade zones. Each association, ac- 
cording to the New York plan, should also have in its 


employ a lawyer to whom all claims would be given for 
collection, and whose ‘duty it will be to notify the attorneys 
of the other associations of all delinquent creditors against 
whom he holds claims. In this way the shifting of bad 
accounts from one city to another will be prevented and 
the desired protection against dead beats -be provided. 
That such a measure is needed was shown recently in the 
schedules of a bankrupt, which disclosed the fact that 
twenty different paper houses in the country had been vic- 
timized, five or six of these being located in New York. 

In regard to the crusade against brokers and commis- 
sion men there are no developments to report as a result of 
the conference. The dealers say that there are signs that 
the manufacturers are not selling so much of their product 
through the brokers as heretofore. This particular phase 
of the recent agitation is, of course, involved in the ques- 
tion of the relations with manufacturers, and will be 
affected by.the measures which the dealers may adopt 
against the offending mill men. 

At the meeting of the executive board of the national 
association, which will be held next month, definite plans 
for carrying out the objects of the association will be 
adopted. This meeting will probably not take place in 
St. Louis, Mo., as was at first proposed. 

River Wall Needed to Protect Mills. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, September 20, 1904.—All the Manayunk 
paper mills again suffered great inconvenience and consid- 
erable though not very heavy loss inthe overflowing of the 
Schuylkill on Wednesday and Thursday last. The river 
rose between 5 and 6 feet above the normal, with the result 
that basements, wheelpits and even. first floors were cov- 
ered with water and mud. The Nixon mills, those of the 
Philadelphia Paper Manufacturing Company and the Mc- 
Dowell mills all had to close down. 

Mill owners along the river and the canal which parallels 
it are now clamoring for a river wall high enough to afford 
protection in the frequent periods of flood. A wall of such 
character, from the Flat Rock Dam locks to Pencoyd, a 
distance of 2 miles, should be constructed. In some places 
a height of 30 feet would be required. 

President O. S. Jacobs, of the Philadelphia Paper Manu- 
fact uring Company, said: “Such a wall will save thou- 
sands of dollars-worth of property each year. We have 
714 acres in our plant and we employ 300 hands, 
and not a year passes that our employees do not lose time 
because of floods. Our losses are never very great, 
for in the manufacture of news boards stock that has been 
water soaked can be used over again. Still, the flooding 
of the canal is a hardship of which the city should relieve 
us.” 

George Sullivan, manager of the Nixon mills, added: 
“We have been heavy losers, for our product, book paper, 
is ruined if water touches it. Usually our machinery es- 
capes damage. But the precautions we must take at all 
times against the possibility of loss through flood is a 
handicap on our business, and the city should devote some 
of the millions she is spending on boulevards and other 
works of beauty to this work of practical utility and of 
necessity. It is not only paper mill owners who would be 
benefited by the construction of a river wall; the re- 
sultant good would go quite as much to employees, who 
now can never coun’ on continued, steady work. Every 
spring and fall the flood brings enforced idleness.” 
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A New Mill for Kalamazoo? 
KALAMAZOO, Mich., September 19, 1904.—A $300,000 pa- 
per mill is the latest industrial project on tap in Kalama- 
z00. 


SODA PULP HIGHER? 


An Advance in Price Being Consid- 
ered by the Manufacturers. 


The Constantly Increasing Cost of Their Pulp Wood and the 
Heavy Demand Are Said to Be Responsible for the Con- 
templated Increase—The Scandinavian Product 
Largely Contracted For. 


It is reported in the New York market that the soda 
fibre manufacturers of the country are seriously discuss- 
ing the subject of an advance in their product. An in- 
crease of at least one-eighth of a cent per pound on con- 
tracts over 1905 is therefore looked for at the October 
meeting of the soda fibre association. An advance to 2% 
cents on contracts before the first of the year is likely, so 
some manufacturers declare. That an increase over the 
present quotation of 2’ cents will soon be made is con- 
sidered a foregone conclusion by the men best informed 
in regard to the market 

The increased cost of their pulp wood and the com 
parative scarcity of the better grades of fibres, both here 
and abroad, will, it is claimed, force prices up very high 
before the coming winter is out. No relief to the paper 
manufacturers can be hoped for from Scandinavia, as it is 
stated on authority that already 65 to 70 per cent. of the 
product of Norway and Sweden for 1905 has been con- 
tracted for. Besides these contracts the current demand 
in Europe has been growing within the past year. The 
present drought in Germany and_ Austria has contribuicd 
somewhat to the shortage of chemical fibres. -No material 
addition to the production has been made anywhere. The 
shutting down of the plant of the Muncie Pulp Company, 
as is well known, has helped to stiffen the market in this 
country. 

That all raw materials for paper making are advancing 
is well known. It is therefore not surprising that the soda 
fibre manufacturers should anticipate the heavy demand 
that will no doubt set in later on vnless something wholly 
unforeseen should happen. With only an average demand 
this winter, it is said, a stringency will be created in the 
fibre market, as there is no surplus even now. But as 
a scarcity in the supply is already assured much higher 
prices will surely result, so the manufacturers declare. 
Some of them even go so far as to predict that there will 
be no surplus soda fibre for the market during the coming 
winter. In view of present conditions in the industry and 
the likelihood of their being intensified later on, an ad- 
vance in the price of soda is considered inevitable 


Ohio Staie Contracts.

Dayton, Ohio, September 18, 1904.—The valley secured 
its share of the State paper and printing contracts. Among 
the successful bidders were Diem & Wing Paper Company, 
of Cincinnati; Central Ohio Paper Company, of Columbus;

Woods. Among the bidders were Keough & Rike, of this 
city; Whitaker Paper Company, of Cincinnati; Browne & 
Stuart, Cincinnati, and Brooks & Co., of Cleveland. 
Among the bidders on State printing were Kenton Repub- 
lican Company, C. J. Krehbiel, Cincinnati; Fred J. Neer 
and J. L. Trauger, of Columbus, and the Springfield Pub- 
lishing Company, of Springfield. It is understood that the 
latter company was successful, but will be required to do 


its work in Columbus, M. V. 
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TRADE REPORTS. 


Business Shows a Steady Gain as the Fall Season Advances 
—The Buying Is Conservative, Still Pressing Needs 
Force Liberal Purchases. 





The majority report in regard to business this week is 
that the demand is seasonable but less active than it should 
be for the third week in September. The jobbers are evi- 
dently doing a fair volume of trade, as they say that they 
cannot complain. The mill agents also, as a rule, report 
an increase in their orders and more inquiry. A few of 
the less important manufacturers of manila papers, it is 
said, are “scratching” for orders; still, the number of mills 
that are actually suffering for business are few indeed. 
Those making box boards, as is well known, are not 
plentifully supplied with orders, while the majority of the 
straw board mills are idle because of the competition of 
the modern, well equipped mills that are making chip 
boards. The advances in chip and news board made by 
the manufacturers at Buffalo, N. Y., two weeks ago were 
intended to offset the advantages enjoyed by those grades. 
Whether the equalization olan bas stimulated the buying 
of more straw board is not known definitely; still the im- 
pression in the market is that the changes in prices have 
not resulted in much increased business. With the excep- 
tion of the box board branch, the paper industry can be 
said to be in fairly good condition. Some little disturbance 
was caused in the New York market last week by the re- 
striction in credits due to recent failures of two small 
dealers in manila papers. Because of their losses in these 
failures the manufacturers who sell that class of trade are 
now disposed to refuse orders unless satisfied of the finan- 
cial responsibility of the buyers. As a number of ‘the 
smaller dealers buy on rather long time, the more con- 
servative policy of the manufacturers has resulted in a 
diminished volume of business going to the smaller manila 
mills the past week. The disturbance to trade due to 
the failures referred to, while embarrassing for the time 
being, is looked upon as only a temporary affair. It re- 
gard to prices it is said that, with the possible exception of 
those on the cheaper grades of wood manilas and box 
boards, all quotations are firmly held. The standard grades 
of paper, while not active, are strong because of the un- 
proved demand. Ground wood papers, generally speaking, 
continue firm notwithstanding the fact that there is now 
more water in the streams. The scarcity and high price of 
pulp are expected to keep these papers firm all winter. The 
same thing, by the way, can be said with equal truth of all 
the different kinds of paper—news, book, writings, manila, 
&c.—as all raw materials are even now high in price and 
are advancing. That this is true of wood fibres, rags and 
old papers can be seen by the market reports on page 28. 





Holyoke Trade Fair But Not Active.

The condition of trade in this city remains practically 
unchanged over last week. The mills are running fairly 
well, but many more orders could be filled if they were to 
be had. 

The American Writing Paper Company did a neat thing 
at the convention of the New England Water Works Asso- 
ciation, which met in this city the past week, by giving a 
box of correspondence paper to all of the members of the 
association. Business with the mills is reported as being 
satisfactory. 

Trade in other Holyoke mills has brightened considerably 
and there are reasonable grounds for believing that business 
will be fairly good this fall. 

Mills which have had a part of the machinery idle are 
preparing to start up within a week or more. 

Berkshire County mills are running as usual, but not 
upon such a bounteous supply of orders. The outlook is, 
however, encouraging, and the mills expect a goodly num- 
ber soon. Ferry. 


Boston Trade Satisfactory.

Business developments with the Boston paper dealers 
during the past week have been very satisfactory for the 
early days of the fall season. While the demand for paper 
has not as yet reached heavy proportions, there is, never- 
theless, a very good sized volume of business being done, 
with prospects of a more active trade in the near future. 
The daily mail with paper dealers is much heavier of late, 
and such letters as do not contain orders make inquiry for 
samples and prices, and these queries are indications of 
business to come. Then again the prospective demand is 
broadening, the correspondence received referring to all 
kinds of paper. Store trade is also showing improvement. 
The delivery of manilas and store wrappings by the local 


jobbers is heavier than in recent weeks, and there is little 
doubt but that the consumptive demand for manilas will 
ere long tax the producing capacity of the mills. As it is, 
the manila mills are busy, and it is doubtful if they are 
piling up any surplus to meet the extra cail that will be 
made within the next few weeks. It is claimed that the 
stocks of paper held by dealers are not as large as it is 
customary for them to carry, a condition that manufac- 
turefs count upon in forecasting the magnitude of the fall 
trade. That there will be trade enough to keep the mills 
busy for the next few months is generally admitted.

Trade’s Upward Bound at Dayton, Ohio. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, September 20, 1904.—Business has taken 
an upward bound during the past few days, which indicates 
that the prediction of an early fall revival is probably well 
founded. It is yet a trifle too early to say definitely that 
the fall impetus will reach expectations, but the signs are 
promising. Most firms report a iarger volume of orders, 
particularly of the better grades, though as yet there has 
been no revision of the price list, the one affecting grades 
of straw having been a reversal of the expected. In 
straw paper circles there is apprehension that the fall will 
find many of the mills with scant supplies of raw material, 
and how a boosting of the list can be avoided is a question 
which few attempt to explain. The current week is one of 
great activity among the book and pad and tablet men, as 
about 15,000 students swooped down upon the local estab- 
lishments and made liberal purchases. There were few 
dull moments during the past fortnight, in fact, in paper 
and stationery stores. Dealers and manufacturers here 
claim that pads and tablets are sold on a remarkably close 
margin.

BUSINESS IN CANADA. 


Trade Has Been Good There This Summer and the Prospects 
Are Bright for This Fall—An Outline of Trade and 
Manufacturing Conditions Given. 





Toronto, September 20, 1904.—The Canadian paper 
trade has enjoyed a very good summer and the prospects 
are first class for a brisk fall and winter trade. After the 
big Toronto fire in April some of the big paper users over- 
bought through fear that there might be a shortage of 
paper. The different firms burned out rapidly got to busi- 
ness again, with the result that sales and deliveries were 
increased rather than diminished, as expected. The result 
was that during the latter half of July and the first part of 
August trade was somewhat dull, but with the approach 
of fall busines. picked up and now the mills are generally 
described as busy. There has been plenty of water, and 
while some pulp wood has been hung up on the upper 
streams by the rapid fall of the spring floods, it is gener- 
ally conceded that there is plenty of wood down for pulp 
this winter. 

News print is easier than wrappings, and the associa- 
tion price of $2.35 is not always adhered to when consid- 
erable contracts are going. One or two new mills have 
also started on news in the last six months or so, which 
doubtless affects the market. Though the Federal elections 
are not yet on, to make the newspapers get out larger edi- 
tions, the approach of the said elections has made itself 
felt in the demand for paper for campaign literature, 
which has been and is being distributed by both parties. 
The demand from the Northwest Territories continues very 
good, showing that the expansion there is unchecked. A 
paper mill is building in British Columbia, but it is not 
likely to cut into the trade which Eastern mills have on 
the prairies, because it will find water freights to Australia 
and New Zealand cheaper than the rail haul over the 
Rockies to Regina and Winnipeg. It is expected this new 
mill will go after the Pacific export trade, which, although 
now carried on by Canadiazs, is capable of expansion. _L. 


S. L. Reinhardt & Co. in Bankruptcy. 


S. L. Reinhardt, doing business as S. L. Reinhardt & 
Co., wholesale paper dealer and manufacturer of paper 
bags at 177 and 179 Hudson street, New York, had two 
petitions in bankruptcy filed against him on Thursday of 
last week. One was filed against him as S. Louis Rein- 
hardt, doing business as S. L. Reinhardt & Co., by Jay 
C. Guggerheimer, attorney for the Richmond Cedar 
Works, of Richmond, Va., creditors for $565, in which it 
was alleged that he is insolvent, and on September 14 ad- 
mitted in writing his inability to pay his debts. Judge 
Holt, of the United States District Court, appointed 
Charles O. Brewster, an attorney of 32 Nassau street, New 
York, receiver of the assets, with a bond of $10,000. It 
was stated that the stock, machinery and fixtures are esti- 
mated at $20,000, besides which there are considerable out- 
standing accounts: The other petition was filed against 
him as Solomon L. Reinhardt by Joseph A. Arnold, attor- 
ney for the following creditors: Victoria Paper Mills 
Company, Fulton, N. Y., $1,916; York Haven Paper Com- 
pany, York Haven, Pa., $1,453, and the Granby Paper 
Company, of Fulton, N. Y., $1,332. It was alleged that he 
is insolvent and has transferred a part of his property to 
several creditors to prefer them. Mr. Reinhardt has been 
identified with the paper trade for the past ten years. He 
was formerly treasurer of the Elsas Paper Company, sec- 
retary of the Continental Paper Bag Company and started 
the present business in October, 1901. It is said he has 
had contracts for paper with the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Washington and with the New York State Lunacy 
Commission. He formerly claimed to own several houses 
in Galveston, Tex., valued at $10,000. 

Speaking for Mr. Reinhardt his attorney, M. L. Half, 
of Levy & Halff, 32 Liberty street, said to a representative 
of THe Paper Trape JourNAL on Tuesday: 

“Until the schedules shall have been prepared it will be 
impossible to give any details as to the condition of the 
business. The preparation and filing of the schedules will 
be completed at the earliest possible moment. The peti- 
tion in bankruptcy was filed upon the consent of S. L. 
Reinhardt & Co., who consented to the petition in order to 
preserve their assets for the benefit of their creditors. 
It is hoped that after the affairs of the business have been 
examined into a settlement will be effected with the cred- 
itors and the business resumed. It is well known that the 
conditions in the paper trade have been demoralized for 
some time past. The summer season has been one of un- 
usual depression, during which expenses continued at high 
tide and sales were practically suspended. There has been 
a marked reduction of profits in the trade of late and a 
depreciation in the values of merchandise. Collections 
have been slow, and there have been some suspensions, 
which have increased the importunities of creditors. The 
suspension of S. L, Reinhardt & Co. may be attributed to 
these and other less important causes.” 
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JOHN H. HORNE DEAD. 


The President of the J. H. Horne & Sons Company Passed 
Away at His Home in Lawrence, Mass., on Monday—The 
Deceased Was a Paper Mill Machinery Manufacturer. 


John H. Horne, president of the J. H. Horne & Sons 
Company and a pioneer citizen of Lawrence, Mass., 
passed away at his home, 113 High street, shortly after 7 
o'clock on Monday evening of this week. Mr. Horne had 
been in poor health for several years, and during the past 
few months had failed rapidly. 

John Henry Horne was born in Stratham, N. H., July 
6, 1829. His early years were spent in that town, and at 
the age of sixteen, in 1845, he went to Lawrence. He 
served an apprenticeship as a blacksmith and continued to 
work at that trade. During the construction of the dam 
Mr. Horne was employed in sharpening the tools of the 
workmen both in Lawrence and at Pelham, where much 
of the stone used was obtained. 

After remaining in Lawrence a few years Mr. Horne 
removed to Rockland, Me., working there at his trade, 
and later going from there to Boston. During these years 
the idea of manufacturing paper mill machinery had in- 
terested him, and in Medfield, in 1863, Mr. Horne started 
what has now grown to be one of the largest 
businesses of its kind in the world. In 1871 
Mr. Horne returned to Lawrence and established 
his business in a little shop near the Russell paper 
mill. In 1882 constantly increasing orders ne- 
cessitated larger quarters, and he removed from 
the little 20x40 foot structure to a new building 
40x200 feet in dimensions, near Davis’ iron 
foundry. Five years later the present plant in 
South Lawrence was built, which, with the neces- 
sary additions that have been made and the in- 
stalment of modern machinery, places it in the 
front rank in its line. 

Mr. Horne was pre-eminently a self made man. 
The step from country boy and blacksmith’s ap- 
prentice to the position of president of this manu- 
facturing concern was due entirely to his hard 
work and native ability. He invented many valu- 
able patents for paper making machinery that 
will live for years as monuments of his genius. 

Mr. Horne was unostentatious. He was quiet 
in his manner of life. His tastes were symple. 
He never sought pubtic office, preferring the quiet 
life of his home to,the honor that might be 
gained by political preferment. He was highly 
respected and esteemed by his employees. Gener- 
ous in the extreme, many men who have been 
in his employ owe their start in life to his efforts 
in their behalf. He was charitable in a quiet way. 
Several charitable organizations of Lawrence were 
practically supported by Mr. Horne, and a num- 
ber of others were greatly aided by his generous 
contributions. 

He was a member of a number of fraternal or- 
ganizations. He was a thirty-second degree 
Mason, being a member of Tuscan Lodge, Mt. . 
Sinai Royal Arch Chapter, Lawrence Council, 
R. and S. M., and Bethany Commandery, all of 
Lawrence. He was a member of Merrimac 
Lodge, K. of H.; Pacific Lodge, A. O. U. W.; 
Olive Commandery, Order of the Golden Cross. 

Mr. Horne was married in 1850 to Miss Emma 
Ann Frost. Her death on October 13, 1900, was 
a great blow to Mr. Horne, and from that time 
he began to fail in health. Three sons, Byron F., 
John E, and George A., have been associated with him in 
business. He is also survived by two sisters, Mrs. Lau- 
rence Otis and Mrs. Jacob Tuttle, and a brother, Thomas 
W. Horne, all of Lawrence. 








Michigan Pulp Wood Imports.

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SCANDINAVIAN GROUND WOOD. 


Bad State of the Waterways—Will Production Be Seriously 
Affected ?—Recent Selling Prices, Kr. 32 to Kr. 33, 
f. 0. b., Net Cash—Stocks Well Cleared. 


A correspondent of the World’s Paper Trade Review 
writes from Christiania, under date of September 3, as fol- 
lows: 

“After a very dull summer with wretched prices—pulp 
being soid at prices ranging down to kr. 27 f, o. b.—the 
last month or so has again brought prices up to a reason- 
able level, and the amount of business done in August has 
been very encouraging to the pulp exporter. 

“Sales of white mechanical pulp for delivery this year 
as well as next have been made at prices varying froni kr. 
32 to kr. 33 f. o. b., met cash, exclusive of commission to 
exporters, and the sellers both in Sweden and in Norway 
are at present very firm in their attitude. 

“Stocks for delivery this year are to a great extent 
cleared, and large inroads have been made into the quan- 
tities to be brought forward during next year. 

“The water scarcity in Germany is said to have had a 
great effect upon the current of the market, and has also 
no doubt been of some consequence, as it is a well known 
fact that Germany has taken some good quantities of pulp 
for delivery during the autumn off the hands of the ex- 
porters. This must of course strengthen the position of 
the exporters. 

“The greatest reason for expecting a firm market for 
some time to come is, however, the expected bad state of 
the waterways in Scandinavia during the coming winter. 
The extraordinary dry summer—for two months we had 
no rain wkatever—has dried up the watercourses to such 
an extent that the prospects of full water power during 
the wiater months are very bad, if no heavy rains are 
forthcoming.

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“In the Drammen district the level of the water is at 
present very low, and four mills have been forced to dimin- 
ish their production considerably. 
all mills in this district will be obliged to work only part 
of their stones during the winter. 

“In the Glommen district one mill has stopped and an- 
other one only works partially. The remainder of the 
mills have, however, still water enough, but without plenty 
of rain the supply will run short within very little time. 

“In the Fredrikshald district the mills at present have 
an output of 25 per cent. of the ordinary production, and 
expect all of them to have to stop, if no rain shortly. 

“In the Farris district the mills have no fear of water 
scarcity on account of the large lakes of the district form- 
ing a huge water reservoir. 

“In the Skien district the mills situated at the head 
waterway in the town of Skien have up till the present 
time worked full time. A reduction of the water power of 
about 30 to 40 per cent. of full capacity is, however, shortly 
expected. In the neighborhood of Skien two mills are at 
present standing idle, and others have very little water 
left for continuing to work with full capacity. 

“In the Krager6, Risér and Lillésand district the water 
scarcity is highly pronounced. One mill has stopped, and 
the remaining mills are working short time. 

“In the northern parts of Norway (the districts round 
Drontheim) the summer has been more wet than dry, and 
the mills situated there do not therefore expect any restric- 
tion in the output more than in ordinary years.” 


Drought in Europe. 


Vice Consul General Murphy at Frankfort, Germany, 
writing to the Department of Commerce and Labor last 
month, says: 

“The severe drought which is afflicting European coun- 
tries has had various injurious effects. It has caused fre- 
quent and large conflagrations; it has stopped river navi- 
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If not abundant rains, 


gation entirely in many districts, causing a scarcity oi 
fruits and garden truck, coal, wood, &c., and greatly ad 
vanced prices; it has forced works operated by water power 
to cease running. But it is particularly the insufficiency of 
feed stuffs for cattle and horses which causes anxiety in 
agricultural and commercial circles. The governments of 
Bulgaria and Roumania have already issued decrees pro 
hibiting the exportation of corn and other cattle feed. Ex 
ceptional freight rates, amounting to a reduction of about 
50 per cent., are given by Hungarian and Prussian rail- 
roads for corn and feed stuffs. The beef and pork supply 
will be diminished, as farmers are averse to paying high 
prices for the feed required for raising stock. Servia and 
Austria-Hungary also have issued decrees prohibiting the 
exportation of corn, hay and other feed stuffs. The order 
of the Austro-Hungarian Government is most rigid and 
sweeping, as it includes in addition bran and barley, pota- 
toes and beans, oil cake, clover and the husks, dregs and 
waste materials of malt and sugar beets; in short every- 
thing, even including swill, which can serve as food for 
animals. Roumania and Austria-Hungary have heretofore 
been the principal European supply soarces for corn and 
feed stuffs for the other countries of western Europe. This 
source of supply now being closed, Germany, Italy, France. 
Switzerland, Belgium, Holland and England, as well as the 
Scandinavian countries, will have to depend principally 
upon the United States and to a smaller extent upon 
Argentina for food for their cattle and horses.” 


Wheelwright Company Sues City of Fitchburg, Mass. 


Fitcusurc, Mass., September 20, 1904.—T wo suits of the 
Wheelwright Paper Company are now pending against this 
city. The first is an action of tort for $50,000 damages for 
the filling up of the Wheelwright mill pond, and the other 
seeks to restrain the city from further using the river and 
the Wheelwright pond as an outlet for its waste. It was 
this first suit that the company offered to settle for $7,500.

The Troy Paper Company, of Troy, N. Y., suffered a 
loss of a few thousand dollars late last week as a result of 
a fire in its building.

The Hourcade Crews y Cia., of Havana, Cuba, to con- 
duct a general paper and stationery business, capital $30,- 
000, was incorporated at Dover, Del., this week. 

It is understood that George A. Whiting, of Men- 
asha, Wis., interested in the Whiting Paper Company, of 
Menasha and several mills on the Wisconsin River, has 
control of the placing of all the paper that is required for 
the literature of the Republican campaign committee of 
Wisconsin. 

The Reliance Envelope Company was organized at Kit- 
tery, Me., last week, for the purpose of manufacturing and 
vending envelopes and for other specific purposes, with 
$250,000 capital stock, of which nothing is paid in. The 
officers are: President, Horace Mitchell, of Kittery; treas- 
urer, Tames H. Lamb, of Boston, Mass. 

At a meeting of the directors of the Traders Paper 
Company, held on Thursday of last week, Augustus H. 
Ivins was elected secretary and treasurer to succeed the 
late Timothy E. Ellsworth. Mr. Ivins was formerly gen- 
eral manager of the plant before it became a part of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company. 

Hibben & Co., of Victoria, British Columbia, last week 
received the largest consignment of bags ever brought into 
the Province by any firm. It came from the Continental 
Bag Company, of Rumford Falls, Me. for which firm 
Messrs. Hibben & Co. are the British Columbia agents,

Ex-Congressman S. A. Cook, of Neenah, Wis., who is 
one of the two Republican candidates for Governor in Wis- 
consin, has just issued a statement in which he says he 
expects to abide by the decision of the Supreme Court of 
the State, which is now considering the question of whether 
Cook or La Follette is the nominee of the regular Repub- 
lican party in the State, and if the court decides in favor 
of La Follette he will withdraw and allow La Follette a 
clear field. Mr. La Follette has made no such announce- 
ment and it is understood that he means to run anyway, 
whether the decision of the court is in his favor or not. 


The city of Dayton, through its city solicitor, has brought 
suit against the United Brethren Publishing Company to 
prevent it from encroaching on city property in the erec- 
tion of its fourteen story structure at the northeast corner 
of Fourth and Main streets, adjoining its recently built 
eight story publishing plant. Similar action against the 
Christian Publishing Company, which is erecting a large 
building at the southwest corner of Fifth and Ludlow 
streets, is expected. It seems that publishing firms have 
been singled out to make a test, many large structures hav- 
ing been erected under the same conditions, it is said, with- 
out protest worthy of comment.

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White Mountain Creditors Get 42 Cents on Dollar. 


A hearing was held at Portsmouth, N. H., last week be- 
fore Judge Bingham, master of the White Mountain Paper 
Company, on the report of Receiver William F. Donovan. 
The receiver Monday sent out notices to the unsecured 
creditors that the amount of their claims, as allowed, would 
be between 41 and 42 cents on the dollar. This is consid- 
erably in excess of the 30 cents on the dollar expected by 
some of the creditors. 

A large number of the larger claims, and some for breach 
of contract, were not allowed to the full amount of $225,- 
ooo set apart for the payment of these outstanding claims. 

The report of the receiver was allowed by Judge Bing- 
ham, but it will also have to be approved by Judge Aldrich, 
of New Hampshire, and Judge Hale, of Maine. The pay- 


“ing of the creditors should follow at an early date. 


There was sent to record at the Rockingham registry of 
deeds Tuesday at Exeter, N. H., an indenture by which the 
North American Trust Company, trustee of the White 
Mountain Paper Company, under a mortgage to secure 
$10,000,000 in bonds, and William F. Donovan and James 
W. Remick as receivers, convey to the Eastern Timber 
Company, a corporation organized under Maine law, all 
the property cf the defunct paper company. The indenture, 
which is one of the longest instruments ever received at the 
registry, sets forth that at the auction sale of September 
8, at Portsmouth, the property was conveyed to James R. 
Burnet, of New York, on his bid of $2,500,000, he having 
deposited with the trustee $10,000 in cash, $9,386,000 in pa- 
per company bonds, and the further sum of $143,500 in 
cash. Thereafter Burnet assigned his bid to Thomas P. 
Shattuck, of New York, who in trust assigned to the East- 
ern Timber Company. 


Alstrups Luxsus Papierfabrik, in Fredericia, Jutland, 
Denmark, has been burnt down. The loss is estimated at 
120,000 kronen, and is covered by insurance.

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CAY GIO, OR PAPER TREE. 


This Tree Is an Ornamental Plant Used in British India for 
Paper Making—For Centuries It Has Been 
Utilized in Tonkin, China. 


The cay gio, or, as it is styled, the paper tree, is an 
ornamental plant. In the state of Nepal (British India) it 
is employed for paper making, mixed with the bark of a 
closely related plant, viz., the Daphne cannabina, popularly 
styled Nepal paper plant in India. For centuries it has 
been utilized for paper making in Tonkin. 

The bark of the cay gio forms the material for making 
paper. This industry, which dates back to several cen- 
turies before the conquest, has remained, so to speak, in 
swaddling clothes without any endeavor being made to 
produce a better quality of paper during this long period of 
time. 

MANUFACTURE OF PHI-DinH PapeER. 


The village of Phi-dinh, situated in the Province of 
Hung-hoa, is situated a mile or two from Than-ba. The 
manufacture of paper is as follows: The cay gio bark is 
put into water and steeped for forty-eight hours, after 
which it is dipped into milk of lime well diluted, and left 
there for the same length of time. It is then boiled. For 
this a kiln, similar to an ordinary lime kiln, is employed. 
There is a large cast iron or copper boiler on the sides 
forming the top part of the fireplace, which is filled with 
water. As the latter evaporates fresh water is conveyed 
to the boiler through a channel with opening in the wall. 
Above the boiler there are crossbars of average thickness, 
in the middle of which a small opening is left for escape of 
steam. The gio, saturated with lime water, is laid on these 
bars. The top part of the kiln is hermetically closed with 
clay and covered with Catania leaves. The fire is kept 
up for twenty-four hours, after which the gio is let cool 
before being removed. This work occupies two days. | 

The bark is next washed in cold water to free it from 
particles of lime adhering to the fibrous tissue. Then it is 
cleansed a second time until all foreign substances have 
been got rid of, after which it is placed in a mortar and 
crushed with a swivel pestle. When this operation is con- 
cluded, the material is washed a third time and poured into 
a rectangular wooden vat, previously filled with water con- 
taining in solution a certain mucilage obtained from a tree 
called cay mo. We have no precise information respecting 
culture of this tree, but paper makers buy it in logs from 
the native foresters, who find the trees in the mountains. 

To manipulate the pulp an ordinary wooden mold is util- 
ized. It consists of a number of laths, with spaces of an 
inch or so between them, upon which a fine gauze is laid, 
which itself supports a second rectangular frame or deckle, 
the sides of which retain the pulp on the intermediate 
space. The appliance is dipped into the vat and withdrawn 
with a small amount of pulp, then shaken, and the pulp 
spreads over it in a thin layer while the water escapes 
through the bottom. ‘The pulp, already somewhat con- 
sistent, is laid on a board by turning the mold over. The 
dry sheets thus obtained are placed one on the top of the 
other. When the pile is big enough it is pressed to drive 





out the water, and the sheets are detached to be dried in 
the sun. 

The paper thus made always absorbs ink to a greater or 
less degree. Moreover, sizing is utterly unknown. It is 
sold at the rate of 50 cents per 1,000 sheets. A picul of gio 
gives 16,000 to 18,000 sheets, according to the thickness of 
the paper. 

LancBuor PAPER. 


The village of Langbuoi, better known under the name 
of the “Paper Village,” lies at a distance of about a couple 
of miles from Hanoi. The system of paper making is 
about the same as previously described. The gio bark is 
thrown into a pool of water, where it is allowed to fer- 
ment, and at the end of two days transferred to another pit 
filled with lime and water. After twenty-four hours the 
bark is placed in an ordinary kiln, heated with paddy husk, 
and covered with clay to prevent all exit of steam, which 
dissolves the solid and semi-liquid substances contained in 
the fibre. Then by the aid of a knife the two thin layers 
composing the bark are separated. One of them is of a 
brownish color, formed by the outer cuticle and the other 
by the inner yellowish endaderm and liber parenchyma. The 
first is employed to make a second class paper, whereas the 
second is exclusively reserved for a finer, whiter and less 
porous paper styled first quality. As soon as these two 
parts have been separated they are crushed in stone mortars 
by aid of a swivel pestle until the pulp is thoroughly tritu- 
rated ; after which it is placed in very large baskets and care- 
fully washed with a flow of water. Finally it is poured into 
troughs, made of “coffin” boards (boards which have been 
utilized for coffins and been at least three years under 
ground). It is locally believed that they are endowed with 
remarkable properties which exert a good effect on the 
quality of the pulp. The molds employed for forming the 
sheets of paper are the same as those previously described. 
A woman can make 1,000 sheets per day. After pressing 
out the water from the sheets with a beam, one end of 
which is fixed in the naturally forked branches of < tree 
trunk, the other being weighted with large stones, each 
sheet is dried separately against the walls of special kilns 
shaped like elongated truncated cone prisms. The yet 
humid sheets are applied against the walls, heated to about 
86° Fahr., one over the other without being exactly in reg- 
ister, so that they can be rapidly detached. This operation 
takes five or six hours for 300 to 500 sheets according to 
dimensions of the kilns. Another quality of paper produced 
is a brown or dark gray tint, covered with lumps and bits 
of badly crushed bark. It is employed only as wrapping 
paper for rough objects. 

The paper sold at Hanoi is in bundles of 1,000 sheets: 
First quality, white paper, $2.50; second quality, yellowish, 
$2, and third quality, brownish gray, $1.50. The first qual- 
ity is sometimes sold for 3 piastres per 1,000 sheets. 

Fhere are also three varieties of plants in Tonkin the 
bark of which can be employed for paper making, though 
hitherto local industry has never turned them to account. 
One of them is styled “Cay canh”; the second, wild “Cay 
gio”; and the other is the paper mulberry tree, Brousson- 
etia papyrifera. The latter is well known in India under 
the name of the Nepal paper plant, viz., the Daphne can- 
nabina. 


ASSETS OF SISSIBOO (N.S.) CO. SOLD 


The Plant and Properties of the Pulp and Paper Company 
Near Weymouth, N. S., Sold in Foreclosure of Mortgage 
Held by National Trust Company, of Montreal, Canada. 


Dicsy, N. S., September 17, 1904.—The Sissiboo Pulp 
and Paper Company’s properties, situated near Wey- 
mouth, were sold at foreclosure sale in Digby this after- 
noon by Deputy Sheriff Burnham in the absence of Sheriff 
Smith, and were bought by A. A. G. Ross, of Montreal, 
manager of the National Trust Company, plaintiff in the 
suit on behalf of the bondholders. 

Among those present and bidding were W. G. Clarke, 
of Clarke Brothers, Bear River, and G. D. Campbell, oi 
G. D. Campbell & Co., Weymouth. 

The properties comprise about 25,0co acres of good 
timber land covered with spruce, pine, hemlock and hard- 
wood, two pulp mills equipped -’th all the necessary 
appliances, a large dam constructed of solid masonry, one 
of the best in the provinces, long wharf at Weymouth 
Bridge with large warehouse, shed 50x200 feet, offices, 
stoves, smithy, dwelling houses, village lots, &c. Mr. 
Ross intimated his intention of inviting tenders for the 
purchase of the properties en bloc. 

The Sissiboo Pulp and Paper Company was incorpo- 
rated in 1899 with $250,000 bond issues. Upward of $300,- 
000 was expended in acquiring the limits, the mill sites, 
the construction of dams and plant and machinery equip- 
ment. Owing to the unfortunate flood of 1901 and the 
general depression in the pulp trade the concern was 
forced to suspend operations. . 

There is at present considerable inquiry for limits 
among the Harmsworths, of London (England), proprie- 
tors of the London Mail, who are contemplating pur- 
chases in Newfoundland and Nova Scotia. 


Big Cordage Factory for Seattle, Wash. 


SEATTLE, Wash., September 19, 1904—Work is well 
along on the big manufacturing plant of the Portland 
Cordage Company at Interbay. The factory buildings 
will be ready for use in two months. There will be nine 
buildings altogether, including the factory building, the 
rope warehouse, the hemp warehouses, tar rooms and 
offices, and an immense structure 1,600 feet long, to 
be known as the rope walk. The foundations are now 
about three-fourths finished for the factory building, and 
those for the rope walk are already started. The Portland 
Cordage Company will have the largest plant on the 
Coast, and one of the largest in the United States. The 
raw material will be imported from the Philippine 
Islands, and Seattle will be the manufacturing and dis- 
tributing point. At present the greater part of the West 
is supplied by the factories in New Orleans and other 
Southern cities. The Seattle plant will turn out every- 
thing, from.8 inch cables to binding twine.

Canadian Export of Pulp and Pulp Wood. 


The statistics for the fiscal year 1904 show that while 
the export of wood pulp from Canada decreased, the 
export of the raw material (pulp wood), all of which goes 
to the United States, increased. The value of total export 
of pulp wood in 1904 was $1,758,049, an increase over 1903 
of $220,480, or 4% per cent. The total export of pulp 
decreased 23 per cent., the value being $2,400,074, against 
$3,150,043 during the previous year. The falling off was 
chiefly in the export to Great Britain, the value of which 
decreased 51 per cent., from $1,129,173 to $548,720, while 
the value of exports to other countries fell from $226,002 
to $52,912. The value of Canada’s tetal exports of paper, 
however, rose from $849,519 to $1,097,212, an increase of 
$247,603, or 29 per cent. of the total value of the exports 
during 1903. Great Britain took $447,672 worth, the 
United States $163,000 worth, and other countries $486,531 
worth. 


Lake Winnebago, Wis., Low. 

AppLeton, Wis., September 19, 1904.—The water in Lake 
Winnebago continues to grow less very appreciably. There 
has been no recent change in the amount allowed for 
power, which remains at 20 per cent. of the normal flow, 
but the lake is all the time falling. The autumn rains will 
probably come before the Government insists upon a com- 
plete shutdown. As it is, steam power is required almost 
altogether along the river, though in some favored locali- 
ties a little help can be gotten from the water wheels. 

A contributor to the Papier Zeitung signing himself 
“Papyrus,” in discussing mill repairs, comes to the 
conclusion that in the present age of rapid changes and 
improvements it is indispensable frequently to overhaul 
one’s machinery and to introduce improved methods. 
Those mills which do not grudge the necessary outlay get 
on, but those sticking to old fashioned ways show losses 
which accumulate, and in many cases ultimately compe! 
them to give up the game altogether.

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VERMONT TIMBER DEAL OFF. 


Syndicate Gives Up Plan to Secure Lands, Because of Options 
Said to Be Held by International Paper Company— 
Clear Titles Could Not Be Obtained. 


RuTLanp, Vt., September 20, 1904.—On the very eve of 
its consummation, and after many deeds had been executed, 
the immense lumber deal by which a New York syndicate, 
headed by the Rockefellers, was to have secured control of 
practically all the timber lands in Vermont -has been 
abandoned because clear titles could not be given to sev 
eral of the largest tracts. 

The syndicate had purchased the Wilmington Railroad 
for $90,000, and was planning to run branch roads through 
the forests to cut and transport the lumber. Several paper 
mills also were to have been established. 

The purchase of about 1,000,000 acres was in contempla- 
tion. It is understood that the International Paper Com- 
pany had options on some of the land desired. 


Ohio State Canal Rentals. 

Dayton, Ohio, September 20, 1904—The State Board of 
Public Works has finally “broken the ice” in the manufactur- 
ing district of Akron, and expects now to secure a number 
of contracts for the supply of water from the canal at in- 
creased rentals. The Akron Water Works Company, one 
of the largest consumers, which is alleged to have used 
$6,000 worth of water while paying but $1,500 annually, 
met the board this week, and the company agreed to the 
proposed increase of rentals. State Engineer Perkins made 
a number of trips to that locality and repeated efforts were 
made to get the manufacturers to “thaw out” and pay the 
State what it allegedly claims rightfully without success up 
to this date. This means that a general crusade will be 
made throughout the State, as big improvements on the 
canals depend upon increased rentals. M. V.

Watertown, N. Y., September 20, 1904.—The Ontario 
Talc Company has sunk a new shaft near Fullerville, St.

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TECHNOLOGY. 


The Paper Making Course at Bury Technical Scinool As Ar- 
ranged by the Higher Education 
Committee. 


The Higher Education Committee have arranged a use- 
ful series of lectures for the winter session, which began 
Monday, September 12, in connection with the Bury Tech- 
nical School, says the World’s Paper Trade Review. Stu- 
dents and workmen will be enabled to acquire a good 
knowledge of the principles of the various operations in 
the important local industry of paper making. The lec- 
tures will be illustrated by means of lantern slides, models, 
samples and experiments of an interesting and practical 
character. 

In additfon to the lectures advanced students with a 
knowledge of chemistry will proceed with practical experi- 
ments in boiling, bleaching, coloring and the production of 
useful hand made sheets. 

Instruction will also be given in the testing of chemicals 
and materials used in paper making; the examination of 
papers to determine composition, fibres, loading, sizing and 
color, also the physical properties, viz., strength, thickness, 
capacity, ©. B. S. units, &c. 

A valuable collection of microscopical slides of various 
fibres and papers made from same are at students’ dis- 
posal for testing. The latter include some fine specimens 
of British, American, Continental and Oriental specialties 
of paper manufacture. 

During the session visits will be arranged to the local 
works of the well known makers of paper machinery to 
inspect under expert guidance any improvements in new 
plant or machines. 

The committee of the school also show a progressive 
and enlightened policy in securing the valuable services of 
prominent trade experts to give occasional lectures. These 
are appreciated and often well attended by interested per- 
sons from paper mills so.ue considerable distance from 
Bury. 

A special feature of the Bury institution is the three 
years’ course of organized evening study for the various 
local trades. Before proceeding, however, with the tech- 
nological lectures, a preliminary year is spent if necessary

at an ordinary night or continuatioa school, where arith- 
metic, composition and other elementary subjects are 
taught. These have a direct bearing on the higher classes 
in science and technology. This preliminary work is very 
important and essential to the success of technical educa- 
tion in any industry. Previously the teachers and exam- 
iners of technical subjects have been faced and handicapped 
by the fact that some of their pupils were unable to take 
advantage of the instruction given, because they had not 
retained or had not been sufficiently grounded in the pre- 
liminary work. The night school, therefore, not only af- 
fords young workers an opportunity of continuing their 
education after’ leaving school, but furnishes the 
means by which older persons may remedy the defects of 
their early education. 

The organized three years’ technical course in paper 
making includes special tuition in chemistry, engineering 
subjects, bleaching and dyeing, &c. The paper making 
lectures are given on Friday evenings, and also specially 
on Saturday afternoons to meet the requirements of night 
workers. The student or workman, of course, acquires his 
practical knowledge by observation and daily contact with 
paper making processes in the mill. There is nv paper 
making plant at the Bury Technical School, but it is 
equipped with apparatus and samples, which have proved 
of considerable practical utility and value. 

Many of the students who have attended the institution 
during the last ten years under the various teachers are 
nearly all filling responsible and prominent positions in 
local and other mills. The school is under the able direc- 
tion of Dr. C. Cain, while A. Temperley is responsible for 
the paper making section. The fee for the session is 5s. 


Northern New York Timber Deals. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] * 

Watertown, N. Y., September 20, 1904.—The policy 
pursued by the larger paper companies in Northern New 
York, of buying up large tracts of timber lands, even 
when there is no immediate need of the timber from 
them, promises to be a great benefit to water power own- 
ers in other lines of manufacturing, for the preservation of 
the forests is necessary in order to maintain an adequate 
water supply. Last week the purchase of a large and 
valuable tract of timber land on the Grasse River by the 
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Raymondville Paper Company was noted in THe Parer 
Trave Journat. A few days ago the Remington-Martin 
Paper Company closed a contract for 5,600 acres of timber 
land in the town of Hopkinson, St. Lawrence County 
This tract, with the 14,000 acres purchased by the same 
company last June, will, it is estimated, give the Rem- 
ington-Martin people a twenty years’ supply of pulp 
wood. Although the deal represents an investment oi 
about $200,000, it is not the intention of the company to 
cut pulp wood from its own lands until it becomes abso- 
lutely necessary. The Remington-Martin Company has 
a contract for all the pulp wood that it will use during the 
next fifteen years, and the timber on its own lands will 
be allowed to remain until this contract expires. The 
policy of the company is to lumber its own tracts scien- 
tifically, and reforest them at the same time, so as to 
perpetuate the supply of wood. B. 


0. E. Martin Retires from Remington-Martin Paper Co. 

Watertown, N. Y., September 20, 1904.—The case of 
Orrin E. Martin against the Remington-Martin Company, 
of this city, which has been in the courts for some time 
and the trial of which was being heard before Edward Not 
tingham as referee at Ogdensburg, terminated sud- 
denly last week, a settlement being reached. Mr. Mar- 
tin was one of the originators of the paper company at 
Norfolk, St. Lawrence County, and received one-sixth of 
the common stock, $150,000. The compariy continued to 
do business on this stock until something over a year ago, 
when an application was made to increase the capital stock 
from $150,000 to $350,000 to meet the indebtedness incurred 
by making extensive improvements to the plant. Mr. Mar- 
tin complained that he was not able to meet his proportion 
of the proposed increase and that with the increase of stock 
his proportion of the stock would be decreased from one- 
sixth to one-fourteenth. He accordingly commenced an 
action in the Supreme Court to restrain the company from 
increasing the stock. The matter was referred to Hon. A. 
X. Parker, of Potsdam, who decided in favor of the plain- 
tiff. The case was appealed to the Appellate Division, 
where the decision was reversed and a new trial ordered. 
The case was then referred by Justice Kellogg to Attorney 
Edward Nottingham, of Syracuse. Under the agreement 
Mr. Martin retires from the company.

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BRITISH COLUMBIAN PULP. 


A Number of New Enterprises Are Under Way North of 
Vancouver Island—Surveys and Preliminary Work 
on Others Have Been Done This Summer. 


SeattLe, Wash., September 16, 1904.—The pulp indus- ~ 


try will soon become one of the most important on the 
British Columbia coast. Three companies are carrying 
on preliminary work a short distance north of Vancou- 
ver, while another is cruising and surveying limits at Quat- 
sino, on the west coast’ of Vancouver Island. Of the 
three former the Oriental Power and Pulp Company is 
much advanced in its work. It has the surveys completed 
of its concession, 83,000 acres, and has a wharf and some 
buildings already in place. 

Another of the companies near to the city is the Pacific 
Coast Wood, Pulp and Power Company, which is now 
being floated in London, England. The concession of 
this concern is in the vicinity of Powell River, about 80 
miles north, and it is expected that a sawmill will be 
erected there next spring. 

Survey parties have been engaged all summer on the 
limits of the Bella Coola Development Company. This com- 
pany is composed of Seattle people, of which A. E. Wil- 
liams is the manager, and R. M. Thompson the secretary. 
They have both been in the north all season, and are 
now returning. Mr. Williams purchased Captain Troup’s 
launch, the Kootenay, in the early summer, for cruising 
purposes. Mr. Williams is well pleased with the country, 
and thinks that his company has one of the best conces- 
sions on the Pacific Coast. 

Seattle people are also interested in the Quatsino Power 
and Pulp Company, which has 125 square miles of the 
finest timber on the west coast of the island of Vancouver. 
J. A. Moore, of the Moore Investment Company, Seattle, 
is one of the main shareholders. Surveys have been com- 
pleted, and it is stated that papers are signed for the 
construction of the mill, commencement to be made not 
later than January next. 


Pyrites Output to Be Increased. 
(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Watertown, N. Y., September 20, 1904—A deal was 
completed Thursday through which the Moss Ridge Min- 
ing Company, which is engaged in the mining of pyrites in 


St. Lawrence County, came into possession of what has 
been known as the Starbuck & McCarty Lumber Com- 
pany’s mill at Gouverneur. The price paid for the prop- 
erty by the mining company was $8,000... The mill will be 
at once converted into a crushing and concentrating plant, 
the products of the mines which are located some 4 miles 
distant being brought to it. by rail. It is proposed to build 
a mill with a capacity of 100 tons per day. O. J. David, 
who has kad much to do with the development of talc 
mines in St. Lawrence County, but who lately retired from 
that business, has actively interested himself in the develop- 
ment of the pyrites mines in that section of the State, and 
it was through him that the mill property was secured by 
the Moss Ridge Company. B. 


Classified Earnings of Wage Earners.

Wasnuineton, D. C., September 20, 1904.—For the purpose 


of avoiding the necessity of gathering special statistics with 
regard to wages in the principal industries, general sched- 
ules for the coming five year census, editorial mention 
of which was made in last week’s issue of THe PAPER 
Trade JourNAL, will include a new heading covering “clas- 
sified earnings of wage earners, including piece workers, 
for the week during which the largest number of persons 
was employed.” A form has been prepared for these re- 
turns, graduated by small intervals from $3 per week to 
$25 per week and over, and showing the number of men, 
women and children (under sixteen) employed. These 
statistics are to be reported in addition to the regular re- 
turns showing the number of wage earners, including piece 
workers, and the total amount received in wages; and are 
designed to reflect the conditions in each industry during 


the period of maximum output. A: 8: TP.

Paper Mill Employee Killed. 


KaLaMazoo, Mich., September 19, 1904.—Guy Corey, 
an employee of the Bryant Paper Company’s mill, was 
literally torn to pieces while working at the mill yester- 
day. He was engaged in sewing a belt, -vhen his foot 
became caught in another belt and he was whirled to a 
line shaft, making 1,000 revolutions per minute. One leg 
was torn from his body and carried to another part of the 
room, and two seconds later his other leg was jerked 
off in the same manner. His skull was crushed and every 
bone in his body was broken. 


TRADE WITH BRAZIL. 


A Protective Tariff on News Likely to Be Adopted by That 
Country—An Increased Demand Reported for 
Medium Quality of Printing Papers. 


Wasuincton, D. C., September 20, 1904.—According to 
recent reports from Rio de Janeiro there is keen competi- 
tion for supremacy in the Brazilian market among countries 
exporting paper, Germany, Belgium, Italy and Austria do- 
ing the most trade. The article most in demand there is 
printing paper of medium quality, absolutely white and 
very glossy, any paper showing a blue or yellow tinge be- 
ing very difficult to sell. In short, as in the case with most 
articles destined for Brazil, good appearance must be com- 
bined with moderate price. The importation of print pa- 
per will, it is anticipated, soon be totally abandoned. Sev- 
eral factories in the States of Rio de Janeiro and Rio 
Grande do Sul at present produce inferior paper, but in 
order to encourage these factories and to give them an 
opportunity of improving the quality of their production 
the budget commission propose to place a very high duty 
on paper imported for newspapers. hears,

Mechanical Pulp. 


Last year there was a scarcity of water in this country, 
and as a consequence the production of ground wood was 
greatly reduced. In fact, it was almost stopped, and it was 


necessary to import some supplies from Norway and 


Sweden. Germany this year had a severe drought, and 
Now 
Scandinavia is having her season of drought and manu- 
facturers of pulp are not only cautious about selling for fu- 
ture delivery, but they are doubtful of their ability to deliver 
the goods should they contract heavily. The pulp depart- 
ments of some local paper mills have been shut down be- 
cause of lack of water, and the paper mills so affected 
have of course added their demands for Scandinavian 
pulp. In the Drammens district the level of the water is 
very !ow, and four mills have had to reduce production. 
A correspondent, writing as to a mill making about 10,000 
tons moist mechanical per annum, says: “The position is 
so serious that we would rather not eater into any con- 
tract for delivery in the late autumn and winter, because 
we fear we may not be able to deliver, owing to deficiency 
in the supply of water.” In substantiation of the statement 
that local mills have had to secure outside supplies, a 
Drammen correspondent writes: “A sale was made the 
other day of 300 tons to an inland paper mill, whose pulp 
mill had stopped on account of shortness of water, and 
this will also be the case with many others.” A report 
‘dealing with another mill, also making about 10,000 tons of 
moist per annum, announces that already “a reduction of 
25 per cent. in output has been made owing to ‘the water 
in the Drammens River continually sinking.” The western 
part of Sweden, which in normal years is never subject to 
any shortness of water, is also affected, as the following 
communication shows: “The water is continually sinking, 


and our mill has already stopped one stone, in order to 


* stretch out the remainder of our reserve supply of water 


as long as possible. In the Baegna district the shortness 
of water has likewise commenced, and the mills have be- 
sides to shut down from Saturday till Monday night, so 
that the floating of the logs can take place. Fredrikshald 
and Wermland are in a miserable condition, only Skien 
and Larvik having still full supply of water.”’ It is ob- 
vious that if we have a scarcity of pulp in this country 
this year we need not look to Scandinavia for any help. 
She probably will not be in a position to render any. The 
water supply here has been short, but it has improved of late, 
and in the greater portion of the territory where the heavy 
tonnage of mechanical pulp is produced the indications 
are that there will be a supply of water sufficient to keep 
grindets in full operation. Possibly, in case of a pulp 
shortage on the other side, we might be able to spare a few 
carloads—at a proper consideration, of course.

Above all, he should possess tact. He should study his 
customers, their likes and dislikes; ‘and while it is not al- 
ways advantageous to allow a customer to have his way, it 
is most frequently a good thing to let him think that he 
has. Nor should this study be confined to one’s own cus- 
tomers. One should know the relations of the various 
houses in the line, in order that cause and ‘effect can be 
readily traced and that the relative importance of general 
conditions may be corre-tly judged. 

A good salesman must “f necessity be an all round man. 
There is more to selling paper than the mere listing or- 
ders for regular sizes and weights and grades and finishes, 
and the sooner a man recognizes that fact the better sales- 
man he will make.

Gugliucci’s Creditors Get Second Dividend. 


The creditors of John W. Gugliucci, of Providence, 
R. I. have this week received notice of the declaration of 
the second and final dividend.

A recent report by the French vice consul states that 
one reason for the unprogressive state of the Chilian paper 
making industry is the lack of attention bestowed upon the 
selection of raw materials and upon the processes of man- 
ufacture. Not long since, he says, a local wine merchant, 
who had been in the habit of importing from France the 
paper he required for wrapping up bottles of wine, was 
induced to give an order for a supply of paper of a sim- 
ilar character to one of the local mills. The stuff was 
made and delivered within the stipulated time, but, al- 
though it was to the eye equal to the French sample, it 
was very inferior in utility, being poor and weak. The 
raw materials usually employed by the Chilian mills are 
rags and straw, the latter being chiefly obtained from the 
farmers, who are glad to dispose to the paper makers at 
a low price a material that they would otherwise find a 
difficulty in getting rid of. None of the half dozen or so 
Chilian paper mills appear to be working at a profit, due 
largely, it is said, to the lack of proper and efficient man- 
agement. The vice consul.thinks it would be an interest- 
ing experiment to install a putp mill in Southern Chili, in 
the vicinity of the immense’ forests that cover that part of 
the country. A paper factory could be erected later. He 
feels almost certain that the venture would prove very suc- 
cessful. paper being one of the most important articles of 
import.

Nire Paper Mills in India. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


WasHINGTON, D. C., September 19, 1904—According to 
recent advices from India there are nine paper mills in that 
four being located in Bombay, four in Bengal and 
one in Lucknow. Of the nine two are private concerns in 

3ombay whose capital is not reported. The capital in- 
vested in 1903 was $611,000, employing 4,523 persons and 
producing 43,633,870 pounds of paper. The capital em- 
ployed has trebled in twenty years and the production and 
number of persons employed have increased about fivefold. 
Most of the white and blue foolscap and much of the blot- 
ting and note paper and envelopes used in the Government 
offices in India are now obtained from the native mills. 

In recent years there has been a depression in the paper 
making industry in Bombay, owing to the importation of 
large quantities of cheap paper made from wood pulp.

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THE KOLLERGANG. 


A German Pulping Machine for Special Purposes That Is 
Considered an Indispensable Auxiliary for Work That 
Cannot Be Equaled by Beaters, Refiners, Etc. 


A rolling, kneading and disfibering paper pulp machine, ~ 
vseful for many purposes, which has been operated in 
many European mills during more than forty years, has 
lately been introduced in a-few of the progressive Amer- 
ican mills and is ,recognized to be a very useful and in 
many cases indispensable auxiliary in the performance of 
work, with a certain success that cannot be equaled by 
any of the beaters, refiners or disfiberers that have been in- 
troduced since the time of the disappearance of the old 
style stamping machines. 

Let it be understood that nobody claims a total prefer- 
ence in favor of the mentioned irreplaceable constructions, 
but its useful and economical performance of a part of the 
pulp preparing process for special purposes is indisputable. 

The modus operandi of the Kollergang has been con- 
sidered as being too slow to suit our American spirit of 
progress, and even with many of the more or less initiated 
this idea is incorrectly prevailing. The error is explained 
by the superficial consideration of the construction of the 
Kollergang, as it appears that the level ground stone 
mehsures about 714 feet in diameter. being surrounded by 
an iron shell or rim; the vertically rolling and circulating 
stones measure about 6 feet in diameter by 20 inches in 
-thickness; the circulations vary between only 9 to 12 per 
minute, and yet this bulky machine is capable to operate 400 
pounds of dry stock at a time and will disintegrate the same 
in an average time of from three-quarters to one hour. The 
space for holding the stuff appears too small by comparison 
with that required in the beaters, but in this respect the 
Kollergang offers the advantage that the stock requires to 
be saturated with a smaller proportion of water sufficient 
to bind the pulp in a thick, pasty shape, thus allowing the 
stones to traverse the mass or layers of pulp in order 
tc exert their kneading and crushing effect by their own 
gravity; otherwise a well diluted’ mass of pulp would be 
in a state to flow away from under the rolling stones, 
thereby reducing the result considerably. 

The total daily (ten hours) output of the machine is 
variously claimed to reach between 4,000 and 6,000 pounds, 
but this result depends upon the quality of the stuff. 

The Kollergang is in many cases used as an assistant 
companion of the beater. Frequently, however, the stuff 
is kneaded into a fine pulp that is readily preparedto.run 
on the machine unless the pulp is applied as an addition or 
perfecter to another class of stuff in the beater. 

The mathine is also preferably used for the preparation 
of pulp for making cigarette, silk or tissue papers, and 
owing to its peculiar action of kneading and rubbing the 
machine is unequaled in the operation of turning hard 
parchment or hard sized and glazed waterproof old pa- 
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pers into their original form of slimy pulp. The objection 
to the otherwise required thoroughgoing boiling process 
of said stock is overcome by the fact that the Kollergang 
process requires no previous boiling of said hard stock. 

A ‘specialty wherein the Kollergang is also unequaled 
is the disfibering of old papers, to be made over into 
bleached similarities of their previous nature in sheets. 

Another advantage exists in the practicable disfibration 
of certain classes of old papers that require a too expen- 
sive sorting process, especially for the purpose of eliminat- 
ing threads, cords or laces, &c. The Kollergang leaves 
these parts undestroyed, and they are readily separated on 
a shaking and sorting device 

Common paper and board shreds readily disin- 
tegrated into a good pulp suitable for binders, box or 
other boards 

Another peculiarity exists in the mincing of wood chips, 
sorted pieces from the grinders, too large for the beaters, 


are 


into a very strong class of pulp, used for making the 
new German and Swedish so called “Kraftpapier” (power 
paper) that will be described hereafter. 

In large paper mills, especially those running several 
machines, the Kollergang is preferably used in a position 
underneath the machine floor for kneading the breaks or 
broken, whence the ground product is to be returned 
either to the beater or to the stuff chest. 

Thus it may be shown that although the mills generally 
have prospered without a Kollergang, yet those that know 
how to appreciate its useful and economical advantages 
have added to their success by engaging the services of this 
simple and old style machine. 

One of the peculiar advantages of the kneader exists in 
the fact that the fibres are not ground into dead stock or 
dust during the kneading between stones. That the rub- 
bing of the stone produces a better and richer class of 
fibres has been proven and requires no further argument; 


the millstone has already gained an appreciated position in 
the beater ; its mild disfibering action as compared with that 
derived from metallic appliances is, or ought to be, under- 
stood. The kneader does not produce a short, hard cut 
fibre, but it separates and splits the fibres by kneading and 
pressing into a desirable consistency, and it has, above all, 
the capacity to produce a uniform composition of various 
grades from medium to fine into a slimy pulp, the latter 
being frequently very desirable for producing a hard and 
snappy sheet. 

For many years a great number of well equipped Euro- 
pean mills have used the Kollergang for complementing 
the product of the beaters and refiners in useful co-opera- 
tion, each machine in its indispensable position. Regard- 
ing the prospects of the Kollergang in its onward march 
it must be mentioned that for years it has been in grow- 
ing competition with the wood pulp grinder. The first 
wood pulp paper was produced by Schafer 150 years 
ago and he turned the wood sticks into pulp on a stamping 
mill of his own. The stamper, however, produces by far 
better pulp than the grinder, and had he ground his pulp 
the good old mia might have been discouraged. Now the 
Kollergang produces a pulp about as good as the stamper ; 
the difficulty so far exists in the yet unknown bleaching 
process of boiled wood pulp, and in this respect the Koller- 
gang might be bettered so as to be fit to master unboiled 
chips subject to bleaching. However, it may be in place 
to déscribé the first knéwn process to make unbleached 
wood pulp Kollergang Kraftpapier, derived from a de- 
scription of the inventor, Proféssor E. Kirchner. 

Consul E. Rasch, director of the wood pulp mil] Farssa 
in Sweden, started the idea (in the 70’s) to produce wood 
pulp by less power than that required in the grinding 
process. He desired to make wood pulp by rolling and 
squeezing on a kneader. 

Prof. E. Kirchner, following Rasch’s ideas, undertook 
to supply Rasch with the equipment for starting a plart, 
cor.sisting of one chipper, two Kollergangs, one stuff pump 
and a centrifugal. hollander of Camus in Paris. 

Rasch constructed waterworks producing 40 horse 
power in Farssa in 1881, and succeeded with the. mill 
plant in the production from steamed wood, packed into 
chips of bean sizes, kneaded on the Kollergang, between 
hard quartz sandstones, in a slightly dampened state, by 
soaking and agitating, the kneaded stuff in a tank, work- 
ing the stuff into the beater, a nice cleanly ground stuff 
that proved of excellent quality for the production of 
hard brown pasteboard 

Rasch, coavineed of success (producing inetwenty-four 
hours, with gO to 45 horse power, 3,000 pounds good 
board stock) and wishing to introduce the process into 
other mills, issued the following certificate: 

“Answering the demands of Prof. E. Kirchner in Aschaf- 
fenburg we certify that a mill of the system of Rasch- 
Kirchner has been operated in this place since the month 
of July, 1881, for the purpose of producing wood pulp 
by the so called squeezing process. 


“Our expectations have been fully realized, since the re- 
sults as compared with our older factory offer the follow- 
ing advantages: 

“The grinding and forming into boards of 100 kilogs. of 
stuff require 8 horse power, whereas in the squeezing 
process only 3 horse power is sufficient for the production 
of the same quantity and quality. 

“The cost of the néw mill, proportionate to its capacity, is 
one-half of that of our grinding mill; the working ex- 
penses are smaller, and less waste takes place in the 
squeezing than in the grinding process.” 

Based upon these results Kirchner planned and built 
several mills that were, however, only in part successful, 
principally for lack of experience and enterprise. Kirch- 
ner sold his rights to the paper maker Henseling in 
Brunswick, who succeeded well in his two mills after per- 
fecting the process. “eed i 

He started by stamping the wood chips, kneading them 
on the Kollergang, and by finishing in a stone refiner. 
The result afforded a soft stuff similar to rag stock. On 
account of his using iron vessels the pulp was of a dark- 
ened shade, and therefore unfit for fine papers. 

Meantime the Swedish work continued to run success- 
fully, following the Rasch-Kirchner process; the output 
proved a fivefold increase in 1897 during the last ten years. 
One chipper, three Kollergangs and three beaters are still 
in operation; plain wood pulp requires 6.25 hurse power 
per 100 kilogs. 

The principal product is a very salable binders’ board. 
These various processes have been materially improved, 
although reliable particulars are not readily obtainable. 
Yet it is constantly stated and shown that a very strong 
and useful wrapping paper is produced in various German 
and Swedish mills and that their output finds a ready mar- 
ket, especially in England. The accompanying sketches 
illustrate the position of the runners. 

The machine is usually provided with scraping devices, 
although in new constructions it is claimed that the scraper 
is not required; yet it seems that in their adjustment the 
same may be made to operate in the manner of a plowshare 
by turning the stuff over the mold board, whereby the 
preference should be maintained in favor of ther scraper. 
Also the rubbing of the rounded corner of—the-rummer - 
against the lower part of the shell appears-to~be-like a 
crushing and grinding to powder process. 

The position of the stones ‘as shown in Fig. 1 is consid- 
ered to be the most rational, and the same is preferably 
adopted. 

The position of the stones as in Fig. 2 causes increased 
friction in the stone coupling device and requires additional 
power; the increased grinding surface could be well re- 
placed by increased width of stone. 

No. 3 likewise requires more power than No. 1 on ac- 
count of the concave bottom stone, which disadvantage is 
said to be well compensated by the better kneading and 
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rubbing process. Ways for improvements in this line may 
be difficult to discover; the whole arrangement has for a 
long time been applied to a multitude of other purposes. 
However, it is not unlikely that we may learn in the near 
future from some part or other in this country that the 
spirit of progress has taken this old matter in hand, and 
the next step may be in the welcome production of an im- 
proved construction for doubling or trebling the output 
in order to answer to the restless trend of our times.

The Goulds Enlarged Works. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


The Goulds Manufacturing Company has come into pos- 
session of a large tract of land adjoining its No. 2 works 
in the Second Ward, Seneca Falls, N. Y. The purchase 
includes about 22 acres of the Heath farm, for which 
Mrs. Mary J. Heath received $0,000. The entire pur- 
chase of the company consists of about 40 acres lying 
contiguous to the original plot of ground on which the No. 
2 works were erected, and is to be made available for the 
uses and requirements of the company’s proposed enlarged 
works. There has been considerable speculation regarding 
the recent sale of so much land in that immediate locality, 
and many have believed that it meant the coming here of 
new enterprises, becatise of the quiet methods by which the 
several sales were made. The fact that the Goulds Manu- 
facturing Company is the real party to these sales is now 
disclosed by the records in the county cierk’s office. The 
purchase of this land undoubtedly means the enlargement, 
extension and concentration of the entire works of the 
Goulds Manufacturing Company along the line of the Cen- 
tral Railroad. The necessity for increased and more con- 
venient facilities for manufacturing has been felt by the 
company for a long time past, and it is not surprising that 
it is availing itself of all the advantages of modern methods 
for manufacturing. The No. 2 works of the company, as 
large and efficient and well equipped as they are, are totally 
inadequate to meet the demand for the products of the 
company. Should the Lehigh Valley Railroad fulfill its op- 
tion of purchasing the present large warehouse of the com- 
pany in Bayard street, in order to tunnel for the extension of 
its line eastward beyond Ovid street, as is now contemplated, 
the facilities of the concern would be so reduced as to re- 
quire the removal of much of its machinery to other and 
better quarters. The whole scheme of enlargement con- 
templated by the Goulds is on an extensive scale, and when 
completed will add greatly to the manufacturing interests 
of Seneca Falls. It will also place the concern foremost 
among the largest manufacturing establishments of the 
country. The dominant force in this project of enlarge- 
ment is S. S. Gould, president of the company, who has ex- 
hibited a degree of aptitude and ability in the management 
of the business of the company most gratifying to all con- 
cerned.

Ontario’s Resources. 


Inspectors of surveys who have been out 
seeing the work done in Northern Ontario 
in the Lake Abittibi district, north of North 
Bay, care back with glowing reports of the 
country. Mr. T. B. Speight, who has been 
running base lines for next year’s opera- 
tions, reached a point about 75 miles north 
of Lake Abittibi and he reports that 75 per 
cent. of the country will be fit for agricul- 
ture. The territory is very’ well timbered 
with large poplars, good sized spruce, 
birch, balsam, &c. Some of the white wood 
reiched a phenomenal size, many trees 
being seen that would reach 30 inches in 
diameter. Mr. Archibald Henderson, who 
was working a little farther east, reports 
poplar 18 inches, white spruce 16 inches; 
black spruce, balsam and occasional birch 
are found. One of these prospectors says 
that the “try line” of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific, which is about 150 miles north of the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
runs through a magnificent stretch of fertile 
country. The clay belt is about 100 miles 
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in width from north to south and extends 
as far west as Keewatin, almost meeting 
the prairie of the west. He says there is 
little or no large pine in this district, but 
immense tracts of tamarac, spruce and 
poplar, which will yield the best ties, poles 
and pulp wood. In fact, he reports the 
supply of pulp wood in this vast country 
right back to James Bay is practically in- 
exhaustible. There are evidences of coal, 
copper and iron. 

A correspondent writing from Red Deer, 
Alberta, says that some valuable timber 
limits are situated west of the town and 
millions of feet of lumber are annually 
floated down the Red Deer River to the 
town. The Red Deer Lumber and Brick 
Company limits, about 100 miles distant by 
water, are estimated to contain 75,000,000 
feet suitable for lumber and over 235,000,- 
ooo suitable for pulp for the manufacture 
of paper. L.

PAPER.—AIll grades of paper are moving well, but in 
none of them is there any special activity. Prices are said 
to be a little firmer because of the fall demand. Ground 
wood papers continue strong despite the fact that the 
streams are now higher than they have been for a number 
of weeks. News paper is in better demand, still the quota- 
tions remain practically unchanged. Further improvement 
in News is looked for as the season advances. The market 
on Book papers has stiffened somewhat within the past 
week, as orders are now more numerous. The demand for 
Writings, which has been rather slow so far this month, is 
now enlarging, with the result that both jobbers and mill 
agents are doing more in Writings. Manilas are in sea- 
sonable demand, as with the revival of general business the 
consumption of Wrappings has increased. With the possi- 
ble exception of the cheaper grades of Manilas the trade in 
Wrappings is considered quite satisfactory. The lessened 
volume of business in the cheaper grades is attributed to 
the restriction in credits on the part of the manufacturers 
who have suffered losses through recent failures in the 
New York market. These. manufacturers at present are 
disposed to refuse orders unless satisfied of the financial 
responsibility of the senders. 
this week, as the demand is now widening. Box Boards 
are moving, still the demand is far short of the production. 
Because of the overproduction a number of the board mills 
are supposed to be idle this week as there was an agree- 
ment to that effect entered into at Buffalo, N. Y., two 
weeks ago. Whether the advances made at the same meet- 
ing are being lived up to is as yet not known. Straw 
Board, which has been in very poor demand of late, it is 
hoped will be benefited by the raise in the quotations on 
News Board and Chip Boards. The situation in the board 
market continues unsatisfactory partly because the manu- 
facturers have not as yet adopted any definite plan in re- 
gard to regulating production and maintaining prices. Some 
action along these lines is, however, expected very soon.
